black  people  in  the  BYU  community  will 
be  a few  of  the  topics  discussed,  stated 
Ferguson. 

“I  think  the  feelings  of  the  student  body 
have  been  pretty  much  hidden,”  he  said  in 
speaking  of  the  hoped  for  feedback  from 
students. 

Ferguson  noted  that  the  student  body 
was  not  united  on  the  black  issue  and  that 
it  was  not  a “simplistic  issue.”  However,  he 
commented,  “If  we’re  racist,  that  should 
be  known;  if  we’re  not,  that  should  be 
known.” 

He  also  noted  his  feeling  that  at  some 
schools,  the  issue  of  BYU  and  racism  was 
wearing  off.  He  acknowledged,  however, 
that  some  schools  would  be  watching  the 
developments  at  BYU  with  great  interest. 

A referendum  on  the  subject  was  to  be 
held  soon  after  the  convocation,  but  “We 
plan  on  further  educating  the  student  body 
before  the  referendum  is  held,”  Ferguson 
said.

Dean  stales  pamphlet 
okayed  for  distribution

Questions  concerning  the  legitamacy  of  a 
pamphlet  passed  out  in  Friday  morning’s 
Devotional  were  answered  recently. 

The  pamphlet,  “An  Important  Message 
To  The  Men  Of  BYU”  was  cleared  for 
distribution  by  J.  Elliot  Cameron,  Dean  of 
Students. 

This  was  the  word  from  the  Dean,  in  an 
interview  with  the  Universe.  The  pamphlet 
asked  BYU  males  to  consider  alternatives, 
other  than  military  service,  by  which  they 
might  serve  their  country. 

“The  information  contained  in  it  (the 
pamphlet)  was  information  that  was  not 
contrary  to  the  Church  and  the  school,” 
said  Dean  Cameron. 

He  added  that  he  had  discussed  the 
pamphlet  with  other  members  of  the 
Administrative  Council. 

“They  only  questioned  the  judgment  on 
the  part  of  those  who  had  prepared  the 
material,”  said  the  Dean,  indicating  that 
the  Council  did  not  try  to  stop  the 
pamphlet’s  publication. 

Dean  Cameron  said  that  to  his 
knowledge  President  Wilkinson,  who  took 
issue  with  the  contents  of  the  pamphlet  at 
Devotional,  had  not  seen  the  pamphlet 
before  the  assembly. 

“We  have  no  feedback  on  the  pamphlet 
from  others,”  answered  the  Dean,  who 
added  again  that  the  pamphlet’s  sponsors 
had  gone  through  proper  channels. 

Jon  Ferguson,  ASBYU  Executive 


Vice-President  and  one  of  the  originators 
of  the  pamphlet,  said  Friday  that  the 
purpose  of  the  pamphlet  was  basically  to 
get  students  to  “weigh  the  issues.” 

“Of  course,  we  were  implicating  that 
there  were  problems  with  the  present 
military  situation,  but  we  were  just  trying 
to  get  the  people  to  weigh  the  issues,  too,” 
said  Jon. 

“We  felt  a response  was  necessary  to  the 
pleas  that  we  always  hear  on  campus  that 
military  service  is  an  obligation,”  he  added. 

The  pamphlet,  said  Ferguson,  was  the 
result  of  President  Wilkinson’s  allowing 
ROTC  officers  talk  to  incoming  freshmen 
at  the  Dean’s  Assembly,  held  for  incoming 
freshmen,  about  joining  ROTC. 

“It  is  within  his  (President  Wilkinson) 
rights  to  do  this,  but  we  felt  the  other  side 
of  the  issue  was  being  neglected,”  the 
Executive  Vice  President  said. 

Ferguson  added  that  the  pamphlet  was 
also  a reaction  to  a pamphlet  passed  out  at 
President  Wilkinson’s  “Welcome  Back” 
assembly.  This  pamphlet  urged  young  men 
to  fulfill  their  military  obligation,  either  by 
joining  ROTC,  enlisting  or  being  drafted. 

“Again,”  Ferguson  noted,  “other 
alternatives  were  not  presented.” 

Ferguson  explained  that  he  and  Terell 
Hunt,  an  administrative  assistant  to 
ASBYU  President  Brian  Walton  and 
co-originator  of  the  pamphlet,  took  their 
materials  early  last  week  to  Dean  Cameron 
for  his  approval. 

Thursday  afternoon  they  got  his 
approval  and  immediately  had  the 
pamphlet  printed  up  in  Provo. 


amass  one  - of  the  greatest  and  “most 
advanced”  arrays  of  anti-aircraft  missiles  in 
the  world  along  the  Egyptian  side  of  the 
Suez  Canal. 

The  charge  was  made  by  Maj.  Gen. 
Aharon  Yariv,  army  intelligence  chief,  at  a 
news  conference  only  a few  hours  before 
the  U.S.  General  Assembly  opened  debate 
on  the  Middle  East  crisis. 

Israel  has  accused  Egypt  of  23  violations 
of  the  cease-fire  which  went  into  effect  on 
Aug.  7 and  is  scheduled  to  expire  on  Nov. 
5. 

Yariv,  who  allowed  newsmen  to  quote 
him  by  name  and  photograph  him  for  the 
first  time  since  he  took  the  intelligence 
post  in  1964,  obviously  set  the  tone  for 
Israel’s  stance  in  the  U.N.  debate. 

He  said  that  in  addition  to  the 
introduction  of  new  SAM-2  and  SAM-3 
Soviet-made  anti-aircraft  missiles,  the 
Egyptians  moved  250  big  guns  into  the 
32-mile-wide  standstill  zone  on  their  side 
of  the  canal.  A similar  zone  was  set  up  on 
the  Israeli-occupied  east  bank  of  the 
waterway  under  the  cease-fire  initiated  by 
the  United  States. 

Yariv  said  the  Egyptians  and  Russians 
now  have  40  to  50  operational  missile  sites 
in  the  standstill  zone  on  the  west  bank  as 
compared  to  16  before  Aug.  7.  The  total 
number  of  missiles  involved  was  estimated 
at  500  to  600. 

“THIS  IS  one  of  the  most  advanced 
missile  systems  in  the  world,”  Yariv  said, 
adding  that  American  pilots  bombing 
North  Vietnam  faced  nowhere  near  this 
number.” 

About  one-third  of  the  new  sites  are  for 
SAM-3’s  manned  exclusively  by  Soviet 
crews,  he  said.  He  said  there  are  now  about 
3,000  Soviet  troops  and  advisors  in  the 
Egyptian  standstill  zone  as  compared  with 
only  “hundreds”  before  and  that  the 
missile  buildup  “could  not  have  been 
brought  about  without  the  most  intense 
Soviet  supervision.”

Editor: 

This  letter  is  more  or  less  a reply  to  the  authors  of  the 
handout  circulated  around  campus  last  Friday,  "An 
Important  Message  to  the  Men  of  BYU."  The  handout, 
briefly,  was  an  attempt  to  convince  male  students  with 
military  obligations  that  military  service  and  conscription  are 
undesirable,  and  that  they  should  consequently  «eek  peaceful 
alternative  to  such  service. 

I seek  not  to  challenge  their  opinion  that  the  military  draft 
is  objectionable.  This  is  a perfectly  legitimate  political  and 
moral  viewpoint  held  by  many  of  the  nation's  most  judicious 
political  thinkers,  among  them  the  President  of  the  United 
States.  The  basis  on  which  their  argument  stands,  however,  is 
a false  and  distorted  one. 

To  oppose  the  Vietnamese  War  for  its  political  or 
constitutional  inexpediency,  and  from  that,  to  oppose  the 
draft  is  an  understandable  position;  to  attack  military  service 
from  a broad,  pacifist  position  is  also  understandable,  though 
naive;  but  to  use  the  statements  and  writings  of  the  LDS 
prophets  and  the  philosophy  of  Mormonism  as  a means  of 
discrediting  the  military  and  ALL  forms  of  warfare  is 
transparently  foolish.  This  is  my  primary  objection  to  the 
handout.  No  one  is  going  to  be  deceived  by  two  misquoted 
passages  from  The  Church  leaders,  when  even  a cursory 
examination  of  The  Church's  teachings  reveals  the  true 
attitudes  of  our  leaders.  Further,  concerning  the  quotes  that 
were  used,  certain  points  should  be  noted. 

The  original  source  of  the  brief  excerpt  from  President 
McKay  may  be  found  in  the  112th  Annual  Conference 
Report  of  April,  1942.  Immediately  following  the  words 
quoted  in  the  handout.  President  McKay  continued: 

"In  the  face  of  all  this,  I shall  seem  inconsistent  when 
I declare  that  I uphold  our  country  in  the  gigantic  task 
it  has  assumed  in  the  present  world  conflict,  and 
sustain  the  Church  in  its  loyal  support  of  the 
government  in  its  fight  against  dictatorship."  He 


went  on  to  defend  himself  in  this  matter,  and  to  identify 
three  reasons  that  would  justify  a Christian  man  to  enter  (not 
begin)  a war:  1)  A defense  of  free  agency,  2)  Loyalty  to 
country,  and  3)  Defense  of  a weak  nation  being  unjustly 
attacked.  I am  of  the  personal  belief  that  all  three  of  these 
can  apply  to  our  present  war,  but  regardless  of  one's  outlook 
on  Vietnam,  the  second  reason  of  loyalty  to  country  (and 
Church)  is  plainly  applicable. 

The  excerpts  from  the  letter  of  the  First  Presidency  are 
also  of  doubtful  value  in  the  context  presented.  The  letter 


(which  appears  in  a later  edition  of  the  Improvement  Era) 
consisted  of  two  introductory  paragraphs,  17  major  points, 
and  a conclusion.  The  order  in  which  these  things  were 
excerpted  in  the  handout  was:  13,  14,  4,  12,  8,  15,  10,  and 
the  conclusion.  Surely  that  does  not  represent  a 
straightforward  attempt  to  bring  the  truth  to  light.  Also,  the 
letter  did  not  concern  "military  activity"  as  stated,  but  was 
concerning  legislation  before  Congress  at  the  time  to  institute 
compulsory,  universal  military  training  and  service  for  all 
American  youth. 

The  entire  last  page  of  the  handout  could  be  effectively 
challenged  by  simple  reference  to  the  12th  Article  of  Faith, 
but  I would  like  to  comment  on  one  of  their  allegations. 
They  claim  that  military  service  is  a dehumanizing  force.  This 
is  only  true  when  an  individual  has  not  the  strength  to  find 
humanity  in  himself— the  strength  to  overcome  and  learn 
from  struggling  against  the  evils  always  present  in  a war.  Note 
also,  that  perhaps  the  most  dehumanizing,  destructive,  and 
ungodly  forces  ever  born  in  this  nation  have  sprung  directly 
or  indirectly  from  the  left-wing,  pacifist  movements  of  the 
last  decade. 

Perversions  of  art,  literature,  and  drama;  philosophies  of 
anarchism,  atheism,  nihilism,  and  rebellion;  and  degenerate 
life-forms  ranging  from  the  crude  animalism  of  the  hippie 
communes  to  the  sophisticated  hedonism  of  the  New  Culture 
have  warped  the  thinking  of  large  portions  of  an  entire 
generation,  destroyed  the  moral  foundation  and  happiness  of 
myriad  youth,  and  have  given  rise  to  such  perverted  and 
grotesque  expressions  of  once-beautiful  things  as  to  strain  the 
very  foundations  of  American  life.  And  sadly,  the  broad 
acceptance  of  these  views  by  many  intellectuals  has  caused 
some  of  America's  best  youth  to  blindly  conform  to  the 
pacifist  road  as  the  apparent  road  of  those  who  think,  those 
who  love,  and  those  who  are  wise.  That  myth  has  bound 
many  youth  to  an  ideal  they  do  not  even  comprehend. 
Intellectual  acceptance  is  their  motive;  intellectual  HUBRIS 
and  self-deception,  their  fruit. 

No  doubt  some  will  follow  the  alternatives  proposed  by  the 
handout  and  seek  their  own  material  security.  But  they 
would  do  better  to  remember  the  Savior's  counsel,  "He  that 
findeth  his  life  shall  lose  it;  and  he  that  loseth  his  life  for  my 
sake  shall  find  it."  Today,  perhaps,  they  will  find  their  lives. 
Tomorrow,  let  us  hope  they  will  find  their  own  true  selves.

At  Friday's  Convocation  Assembly  there  were  a few 
individuals  passing  out  leaflets  entitled  "An  Important 
Message  to  the  Men  of  BYU."  Not  wanting  to  miss  any 
messages  of  importance  to  the  men  of  BYU,  / took  one  and 
read  it.  Its  message  was  that  " Our  role  in  Vietnam,  in  fact, 
the  operation  of  the  entire  military  machinery,  is  subject  to 
serious  question ..."  and  "We  feel  military  service  to  be 
counter-productive  to  the  humanization  of  man." 

Those  who  wrote  and  distributed  that  leaflet  (our  student 
body  president  among  them)  have  a praiseworthy  opinion 
about  world  peace  and  the  futility,  frustration,  and  hatred 
that  arise  from  armed  conflict;  / have  respect  for  their 
opinion  and  their  efforts  to  that  end— I also  disagree  strongly. 

The  leaflet  begins  with  the  following  quotation  from  the 
late  President  McKay  in  his  book  entitled  "Gospel  Ideals:" 
"We  see  that  war  is  incompatible  with  Christ’s 
teachings.  The  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Gospel  of 
peace.  War  is  the  antithesis  and  produces  hate.  It  is 
vain  to  attempt  to  reconcile  war  with  true 
Christianity."  (p.  285) 

The  writers  of  the  leaflet,  however,  conveniently  deleted 
the  very  next  paragraph  of  President  McKay's  discourse, 
clouding  the  full  meaning  and  intent  of  his  remarks: 

"In  the  face  of  all  this,  I shall  seem  inconsistent  when 
/ declare  that  / uphold  our  country  in  the  gigantic  task 
it  has  assumed  in  the  present  world  conflict  (World 
War  II)  and  sustain  The  Church  in  its  loyal  support  of 
the  government  in  its  fight  against  dictatorship. " 

After  some  comment.  President  McKay  continues: 
"There  are,  however,  two  conditions  which  may 
justify  a truly  Christian  man  to  enter— mind  you,  / say 
enter,  not  begin—  (italics,  his)  a war:  (1)  an  attempt  to 
dominate  and  to  deprive  another  of  his  free  agency, 
and  (2)  loyalty  to*  his  country.  Possibly  there  is  a 
third,  viz.,  defense  of  a weak  nation  that  is  being 
unjustly  crushed  by  a strong,  ruthless  one."  (italics 
mine). 

This  same  sermon  concludes: 

"Even  though  we  sense  the  hellish  origin  of  war,  even 
though  we  feel  confident  that  war  will  never  end  war, 
yet  under  existing  conditions  we  find  ourselves  as  a 
body  committed  to  combat  this  evil  thing.  With  other 
loyal  citizens  we  serve  our  country  as  bearers  of  arms, 
rather  than  to  stand  aloof  to  enjoy  a freedom  for 
which  others  have  fought  and  died. 


"Many  of  the  mission  fields  of  The  Church  have  been 
opened  by  servicemen— in  fact,  all  of  them  in  Asia. 
These  have  been  the  result  of  Latter-day  Saint 
servicemen  living  exemplary  lives . . . 


"The  First  Presidency  has  declared  our  determination 
in  honoring,  and  sustaining  the  law  and  has  stated,  we 
believe  our  young  men  should  hold  themselves  in 
readiness  to  respond  to  the  call  of  their  government  to 
serve  in  the  armed  forces  . . . 


"One  purpose  of  emphasizing  this  theme  is  to  give 
encouragement  to  young  men  now  engaged  in  armed 
conflict  and  to  reassure  them  that  they  are  fighting  for 
an  eternal  principle  fundamental  to  the  peace  and 
progress  of  mankind. " 

The  writers  of  the  leaflet  do  not  necessarily  equate  military 
service  with  service  to  our  fellow  men;  / do!  The  military 
service  of  men  like  George  Washington,  Nathan  Hale,  John 
Paul  Jones,  and  thousands  of  others  like  them  has  made 
possible  the  very  freedom  which  we  so  much  treasure  today. 

In  Yeply  to  the  concept  that  military  service  is 
".  . . counter-productive  to  the  humanization  of 


"It  was  in  the  military  service  that  / came  to  know  for 
sure  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  that  Joseph  Smith  is  a 
prophet  of  God,  that  there  stands  at  the  head  of  The 
Church  a prophet  of  God,  and  that  our  Father  in 
Heaven  will  hear  and  answer  prayers  and  sustain  us  as 
we  answer  the  call  to  enter  military  service.  (The  Era, 
June,  1970,  pp.  53-54) 

More  recently,  we  have  had  testimony  borne  to  us  on  this 
campus  about  the  faith-promOting  and  missionary  aspects  of 
military  service— remember  Brother  Dunn's  remarks  about  his 
experiences  with  Sergeant  Harry  Izzo ? 

Those  who  seek  to  persuade  us  to  consider  alternatives  to 
military  service  which  work  for  man's  fulfillment  and 
ultimate  peace  are  to  be  respected  for  their  views.  It  is  also 
fitting  and  proper  for  them  to  quote  Leo  Tolstoy,  Blaine 
Pascal,  and  other  philosophers  in  defense  of  their  position. 
But  when  they  quote  Church  leaders  out  of  context  and  give 
their  sermons  other  meanings  than  those  intended,  that's 
where  / get  off!

The  announcement  of  an  intended 
address  to  the  student  body  by  the 
ASBYU  President  on  the  subject  of 
race  relations  prompts  this  response.

The  issue  of  race  relations  as  it 
pertains  to  certain  blacks  is,  for  us, 
more  than  a social  or  academic  matter; 
it  is  at  heart  a theological  and  an 
ecclesiastical  one.  Consequently,  the 
membership  of  The  Church  should  be 
willing  and  happy  to  permit  the 
prophets  they  sustain  TO  BE  THE 
PROPHETS  and  spokesmen  of  the 
Lord.  Why  do  we  thank  God  for  a 
prophet  to  guide  us  in  these  latter  days 
if  we  are  unprepared  to  trust  him  and 
his  associates  in  their  respective 
stewardships?  They  are  well  aware  of 
the  problems  of  race  as  they  affect  The 
Church  and  its  institutions. 

The  Negro  issue  is  a most  sensitive 
one;  it  should  be  dealt  with  by  the 
inspired  servants  of  God;  it  should  not 
be  the  subject  of  a campus-wide  forum. 
The  public  suggestions  of  additional 
tuition,  fast  days,  more  Negro 
students,  black  studies  programs,  etc., 
are  uncalled  for.  For  one  thing  they

mankind ..  ."  / say  that  it  most  certainly  is  not.  / have 
several  friends  who  have  had  no  missionary  experience  (as 
formally-called  missionaries  of  The  Church)  but  have  had 
military  service  and  are  Vietnam  veterans.

/ must  admit  frightful  naivety  as  to  the  purpose  of  our 
Vietnam  involvement  and  our  objectives  there.  / did  not 
know  that  we  were  trying  to  impose  western  democracy  on 
the  South  Vietnamese.

The  leaflet  ends  by  suggesting  alternate  forms  of  service  to 
our  country,  viz.,  VISTA,  LDS  mission,  hospital  work,  and 
other  forms  of  volunteer  work.  / suggest  that  military  service 
is  a complement  to  these,  and  particularly  missionary  work. 
For  the  men  of  BYU  it  might  be  appropriate  to  point  out  the 
connection  between  military  service  and  missionary  service  as 
explained  by  Elder  Boyd  K.  Packer  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  in  the  April,  1970  General  Conference: 

"Some  of  you  will  have  served  full-time  missions  prior 
to  entering  military  service.  In  that  case,  this  service 
can  be  like  a second  mission.

BYU  hucksters  win 
easily  over  opposition

A record  breaking  run  by  Sam 
Francis  sparked  the  BYU 
cross-country  team  to  its  third 
straight  victory  Saturday  in  the 
Inter  mountain  A.A.U.  meet  at 
Sugar  House  Park  in  Salt  Lake. 

Francis,  a junior  from  Tustin, 
Calif.,  sped  over  the  water  soaked 
3.5  mile  course  in  16:50  slashing  a 
full  1 1 seconds  from  the  old 
course  and  meet  record  of  17:01 
set  in  1967  by  former  Cougar 
runner  Ray  Barrus. 

Barrus,  who  is  now  coaching  at 
the  College  of  Eastern  Utah  in 
Price,  showed  that  he  is  still  in 
fine  condition  as  he  placed  a 
strong  second.  Francis  and  Barrus 
had  staged  a torrid  duel 

throughout  the  race  until  the  final 
half-mile  when  Francis  finally 
pulled  away  for  a convincing 
victory. 

BYU  running  power  was  more 
evident  as  the  Cougar  harriers 
swept  the  next  twelve  places 
behind  Barrus.  Especially 
impressive  were  BYU  freshmen 
Richard  Reid,  Don  Olson,  A1 
Carlson  and  Doug  Slater,  who 
finished  in  the  next  four  places 
following  Barrus. 

Reid,  who  was  the  Utah  High 
School  champion  last  year  at 
Viewmont  High  (Bountiful),  put 
on  a strong  finish  and  nearly 
caught  the  fading  Barrus  at  the 
finish  line. 

Just  behind  sixth  place  slater 
came  outstanding  sophomore 
runner  Allen  Judd.  Judd  was  the 
second  best  freshman  half-miler  in 
the  nation  last  spring  as  a member 
of  the  BYU  track  team.  He  runs, 
well  over  the  cross  country 
courses  also. 


Judd  was  followed  by  returned 
missionary  Mitch  Wiley  who 
finished  eighth,  senior  Pat  Shane 
finished  ninth  and  Usaia  Sotutu,  a 
fine  freshman  runner  from  the  Fiji 
Islands  finished  tenth. 

The  Cougar  domination  of  the 
race  would  have  been  more 
evident  if  David  Hindley  had 
competed.  Dave,  one  of  the  best 
cross-country  runners  in  the 
nation,  decided  to  train  through 
the  meet  and  did  not  compete. 

Freezing  temperatures  and  a 
cold  rain  added  to  the  challenge 
of  the  course.  But  it  didn’t 
dampen  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
Cougar  runners. 

The  victory  pushed  BYU’s 
seasonal  record  to  4-1.  Next 
weekend  the  team  travels  to 
Pocatello  for  the  biggest 
invitational  in  the  intermountain 
area,  the  Idaho  State  Invitational. 

“We  will  be  shooting  for 
another  win  there,”  commented 
Cougar  mentor  Sherald  James.

Contempt

Kent  State 


KENT,  OHIO  (UPI)  - A special 
County  Prosecutor  and  a 
Professor  were  cited  for  Contempt 
of  Court  Monday  for  publicly 
discussing  a Grand  Jury  report  on 
violence  last  spring  at  Kent  State 
University. 

At  the  same  time,  four  more 
persons  were  arrested  on 
indictments  handed  down  by  the 
grand  jury.  Only  six  of  the  25 
persons  charged  had  not  been 
arrested. 

Arrested  were  Jeffery  Hartzler, 
21,  of  Smithville  Ohio,  a former 
student  at  Kent’s  Orville 
Academic  Center;  John  Gerbetz, 
19,  of  Barberton,  Ohio,  and 
Michael  S.  Erwin,  20,  of  Hudson, 
Ohio,  both  current  students,  and 
Thomas  D.  Miller,  21,  of 
Smithville,  a former  winter 
quarter  student.  They  were  held 
on  Second  Degree  Riot  charges  in 
connection  with  violence  that 
ended  last  May  4 when  four 
students  were  shot  to  death  by 
National  Guardsmen.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
Selective  Service  Monday  changed 
its  rules  to  allow  young  men  to 
end  their  deferments  in  favor  of 
1-A  classification  at  the  time  that 
suits  them  best. 

At  the  same  time,  Selective 
Service  Director  Curtis  W.  Tarr 
encouraged  men  with  high  draft 
numbers  to  take  this  step.  He  said 
it  would  cut  down  on  paperwork 
at  the  Selective  Service  and  reduce 
anxiety  among  thousands  of  draft 
eligible  youth. 

Tarr  made  the  announcement  in 
a letter  to  all  local  draft  boards. 
He  instructed  the  boards  to  allow 
a man  voluntarily  to  end  his 
deferment  at  any  time,  rather 
than  only  at  the  end  of  the 
deferment  period.

Among  his  works  is  a textbook 
on  economics  that  has  been 
translated  into  12  languages, 
including  Russian,  and  has  sold 
more  than  one  million  copies.

is  the  standard  economic 
textbook  in  universities 
throughout  the  world. 

Samuelson,  who  had  been  an 
adviser  to  the  late  President  John 
F.  Kennedy,  writes  a column 
every  third  week  for  Newsweek 
Magazine  and  has  been  noted 
recently  as  a strong  critic  of  the 
Nixon  Administration  policies 
designed  to  control  inflation  in 
the  United  States. 

At  a news  conference  at  MIT  in 
Cambridge,  Mass.,  after 
announcement  of  the  Awards 
Samuelson  virtually  shrugged  off 
his  newly  won  prize' to  renew  his 
campaign  against  Nixon’s  policies. 
He  asked  why  Nixon  does  not 
“rejoin  the  human  race  and  join 
the  campaign  to  get  the  economy 
moving  again.”

Egyptian  Foreign  Minister 
Mahmoud  Riad  told  the  U.N. 
General  Assembly  Monday  his 
country  is  determined  to  liberate 
all  Arab  territory  captured  by 
Israel  in  the  1967  Middle  East 
War. 

Riad,  the  only  speaker  on  the 
opening  day  of  Middle  East 
debate,  bra  ded  Israel  an 
“aggressor”  and  said  the  United 
States  was  endangering  world 
peace  by  increasing  its  military  aid 
to  the  Israelis. 

Israeli  Foreign  Minister  Abba 
Eban  told  a news  conference  later 
that  Riad’s  speech  was  “A  very 
violent  and  dishonorable  tirade  by 
someone  that  doesn’t  seem  to  be 
taking  the  United  Nations  or 
world  opinion  very  seriously.” 

Eban  said  Israel  is  willing  to 
extend  the  90-day  cease-fire 
scheduled  to  expire  on  Nov.  5 but 
would  not  resume  talks  with  U.N. 
Middle  East  Envoy  Gunnar  V. 
Jarring  until  Egypt  rectifies  its 
alleged  violations  of  the  military 
standstill  along  the  Suez  Canal. 

Riad  said  the  United  Nations 
should  use  its  authority  to 
implement  the  1967  Security 
Council  Resolution  which  he  said

Government  cars  to  go 
on  lead-free  gas 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - Under 
orders  issued  Monday  by 
President  Nixon,  more  than  half 
of  the  Federal  Government’s 
600,000  cars  and  trucks  will  go 
immediately  to  unleaded  or  low 
lead  gasoline  as  part  of  the 
Administration’s  antipollution 
campaign. 

Nixon,  who  announced  the 
action  in  a statement,  also  sent 
letters  to  all  Governors  urging 
them  to  “Make  a.  major 
contribution  to  the  cleaning  up  of 
the  air”  by  taking  similar  steps 
wherever  possible  for  state-owned 
vehicles. 

The  President  said  his  decree 
was  intended  to  cut  pollution  and 
build  up  the  market  for  gasoline 
without  lead  or  with  low  lead 
content  so  that  such  fuels  would 
be  more  available  to  the  public. 

But  the  new  orders  do  not 
apply  to  about  46  per  cent  of 
Federally-owned  vehicles 
which— like  the  Presidential 
Limousine— are  high-powered  and 
need  high  octane  gas. 

Lead  is  added  to  most 
companies’  high-test  gas  to  avoid 


pinging  or  pre-ignition— of  the 
gasoline  in  the  car’s  cylinders. 

Scientists  say  the  addition  of 
lead  not  only  results  in  heavy 
concentrations  of  lead  particulate 
matter  being  deposited  in  the  air, 
but  also  rules  out  use  of  catalysts 
on  auto  exhaust  to  lessen  emission 
of  noxious  gases.

conclusion  that  the  President  had  to  exert  greater  leadership  for 
reconciliation  on  college  campuses. 

“Regrettably,  the  Commission  considered  this  unqualified  and  vague 
appeal  as  its  main  contribution  to  the  resolution  of  the  present  crisis,” 
said  Szaz. 

PROF.  WILLIAM  H.  Roberts,  a Catholic  University  faculty  member 
and  UPAO  treasurer,  said  college  administrators  “have  an  obligation  to 
call  in  law  enforcement  agencies  such  as  the  FBIX,  the  National  Guard 
or  the  local  police  if  the  public  order  is  really  disturbed.” 

“The  law  enforcement  agencies  are  not  to  blame  for  shooting  people 
who  lead  these  violent  disorders,”  Roberts  said.  “It  is  the 
demonstrators  who  are  to  blame.” 

Szaz  said  the  results  of  the  survey  are  being  compiled  for  a report  to 
be  issued  soon  but  that  one  finding  was  that  70  per  cent  of  the 
members  favored  return  of  policy  making  power  from  “professional 
administrators”  to  the  faculty  and  trustees.

He  worked  for  the  U.S.  Information  Agency  in  Chile,  Mexico 
and  Uruguay,  for  which  he  received  the  Meritorious  Service  Award 
from  the  late  Edward  R.  Murrow. 


Dr.  Shreeve  also  served  as  mission  president  of  the  Uruguay-Paraquay 
mission  from  1951-55. 

According  to  Shreeve,  he  has  gained  a considerable  amount  of 
worthwhile  experience  in  his  work  with  Latin  America.  His  perfect 
state  of  happiness  would  be  to  work  in  Latin  America  and  also  enjoy 
his  presence  at  BYU. 

Considering  his  field  of  work,  Dr.  Shreeve  seems  to  be  serving  these 
two  desires  equally  well.

In  considering  where  to  attend  school,  Dominic’s 
father,  a building  contractor  in  Lagos,  Nigeria, 
suggested  he  return  to  France  where  he  had  spent 
two  years  of  his  secondary  education.  Dominic 
wanted  to  come  t©  the  states. 

To  answer  the  question  of  getting  into  the  right 
school,  Dominic  and  his  father  talked  to  some 
American  friends  from  Utah.  Their  friends 
recommended  BYU. 

A visit  to  the  US  embassy  in  Nigeria  proved  the  Y 
to  be  academically  acceptable. 

In  1969  Dominic  read  for  the  first  time  about 
so-called  racism  at  the  Y.  “What  I read  aroused  my 
curiosity,”  said  Dominic,  “Apart  from  academics,  I 
warited  to  find  out  for  myself.” 

“I  wasn’t  expecting  people  to  be  really  friendly 
from  what  I heard.  To  my  surprise,  I found  the 
student  body  friendly.  I’m  enjoying  my  stay. 
Everyday  I meet  new  people.  I talk  freely;  do  my 
thing  as  I used  to  do.” 


freedom.  “One  thing  I believe  in  is  freedom  of 
religion.  Everyone  has  a right  to  believe  what  his 
conscience  dictates  and  I’m  against  criticism  of 
religion  of  any  type  no  matter  what  the  beliefs  are.” 

As  an  active  Catholic,  Dominic  says  there  are 
many  things  he  believes  in  that  Mormons  do  and 
other  things  he  accepts,  allowing  Mormons  a right  to 
their  point  of  view.  He  has  great  respect  for  his 
religion  instructor,  and  feels  that  he  would  take  his 
personal  problems  to  him  sooner  than  to  others. 

Dominic  likes  the  way  the  school  is  run.  He  said, 
“More  discipline  creates  a stable  campus  which  is 
better  for  greater  academic  progression.” 

Dominic  feels  strongly  “instead  of  being  quiet,” 
students  should  do  something  to  improve  BYU’s 
image.  He  can  see  the  day  when  the  good  name  of 
the  Y is  “upheld”  and. people  begin  to  “understand 
how  it  really  is”  here.
